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BSPROVSMEBT IK RUSS IAH -KAZAKH RELATIONS I fl SHOOAHG 


According to reports made to the fifth plenary session of the Northwest 
Military and Administrative Committee , held 29 April - 3 May 1952, "hod .rela- 
tions" between the Soviets and Kazakhs in the border city of Ho-erh-kuo-ssu, 
Sinklang, have disappeared following the inauguration of the antidespot and 
sent -reduction movements. 


This was revealed in an article published in the Sian Ch 1 un-chung Jih-pao , 
5 May 1952, summarizing the progress of land reform and rent reduction in the 
Hcrthweet provinces. The article was based on reports submitted to the North- 
west Military and Administrative Committee by the chairmen of the provincial 
governments of Kansu, Hingsia, Shensi, and Kansu, and by Chang Pang-ying, a 
committee asm her who reported on Slnkiang. 


According to Chang Pang-ying, the Russians and Kazakhs would not sit .at 
the oatse conference table last September when a government work teas arrived in 
Ko-erh-kuo-ssu to launch the antidespot and rent -reduction programs; but this 
situation was changed after tusy veie taught the meaning of mutual aid .and co- 
operation among the nationalities. 


Pertinent portion* of the article relating to Russian -Kazakh, relations are 
giyen below: 


tfhe rent-reduction and antidespot movements have been basically completed 
and have achieved great results among the k million people of the Sl n k ian g 
agriculture! areas and among the 300,000 people in the five agricultural hsiens 
of Tsinghni after 7j months of work that started in September and October 195-1 • 


After the rent-reduction and antidespot movements naa greatly weakened tsuc 
fleecing fewflalietic elements and destroyed the overbearing attitude of the land- 
lord class, the peac&nta cf the various nationalities obtained great economic 
benefits; their political and class consciousness was elevated; their unity was 
strengthened; and a good basis for carrying out land reform was laid. 
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A ccording "to ittAtlstieS; 70 to 80 percent of peasants in the Sinkiong areas 
chrr j lng out rent -reduction bnve achieved great re6ulte and have been able to 
iucrcttae their production. On the a/erage, each family harvested 300 to 4 00 
catties of wheat this year; the largest single harvest was 20.000 cattiea-

wcaad s? the fourth ch’u in Eo-orh-kuo-Swj were bad. When the govern- 

Hsiitteaa arrived, the two groups would net voluntarily sit at the sacs con- 
ference table. After they were inculcated with the clasj concept of "peasant u 
of o&ti belong to one family" and with the principles of unity, 

aid, and cooperation among the nationalities, they not only held con- 
ferences together, but acted as one in their struggle. Moreover, ll k^ one big 
family, thzy strove to increase production. 


With the struggle for rent reduction and the struggle against the despots 
carried out victoriously, production activities among the peasants increased, 
and flisultaaeouely they requested participation in political and cultural studies. 


All the minority nationalities, with absolute sincerity support Chairman
